conservatively

000 are included with the land 
Delay in 
the survey of 
the 
land 
by the government was 
responsible 
for the postponement of the States 
selections 
until 
this week 
By the 
act of congress of August 
13 
1912 
the State was 
given 
permission 
to 
select 2000 acres at the Fort Grant 
military post 
providing 
the 
selec ¬ 
tions were made within 
three years 
of the date of approval of the act 
But a small portion of the tract hud 
at that time 
been 
surveyed 
and 
until the plats were filed in the land 
office the State 
could 
do nothing 
toward acquiring the 
rich grant of 
buildings 
and 
land 
The 
grant 
comes under that of 
100000 
acres 
made for reformatory and charitable 
institutions and the 2000 acres will 
be subtracted from that total 
The selection of the land and filing 
the records in the very short period 
which remained is considered 
a rec 
ord in the annals of the State 
land 
selection 
The plats were 
not filed 
in the local land office until August 
4thundthe Stale land 
department 
was notified the following day 
Dep 
uty State 
Land Commissioner Trip 
pel at once communicated 
with Com ¬ 
missioner 
Moeur 
who was 
in the 
north and acting under his direction 
by wire recalled 
the land selectors 
from San Simon to Willcox 
A map 
of the section was prepared at the 
office of the

The military post at Fort Grant 
one of the largest in the southwest 
was 
established 
in 
1872 
when 
a 
large garrison

kept in south ¬ 
eastern Arizona against the Apaches 
It lies at 
the 
western 
base of the 
towering 
Graham 
mountains 
and 
overlooks the Sulphur Springs val ¬ 
ley 
The altitude of the site 
is a 
little 
less 
than 5000 feet 
Since 
1912 the old post has 
been occupied 
by the State industrial 
school per ¬ 
mission having been granted by the 
Interior Department 
fn anticipation 
of the filing of the selections by the 
Suite 
The post is composed of fifty five 
buildings most of which arc still in 
fair shape 
They are built around 
n parade ground

feet square
